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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


At  the  annual  town  election  in  March,  1969  Wallace  S.  Carter  was 
re-elected  to  a  three  year  term  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Board 
organized  as  follows:  Raymond  P.  David,  Chairman;  John  E.  Flynn, 
Clerk  and  Wallace  S.  Carter,  third  member.  In  May  the  resignation  of 
John  E.  Flynn  was  accepted  with  regret.  A  special  election  was  held  in 
July  and  Bernard  H.  Connor  was  elected  to  fill  the  unexpired  term. 
Following  this  election  the  Board  organized  again  naming  Raymond  P. 
David,  Chairman;  Wallace  S.  Carter,  Clerk;  and  Bernard  H.  Connor, 
third  member. 

Early  in  the  year  the  town  received  notification  of  approval  for  a 
planning  advance  from  the  Federal  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  for  sewage  treatment  facilities  with  the  stipulation  that 
completed  plans  for  the  facility  must  be  submitted  to  HUD  by  January 
2,  1970.  An  article  requesting  permission  to  utilize  the  planning 
advance  was  tabled  at  the  1969  town  meeting  and  we  were  unable  to 
meet  this  deadline.  We  have  requested  an  extension  of  time  for  use  of 
the  advance  from  HUD  and  are  at  this  writing  awaiting  a  decision. 

We  regret  that  the  purchase  of  the  so-called  “Brox”  building,  voted 
at  a  special  town  meeting  in  June,  was  not  accomplished  due  to  legal 
complications. 

At  this  time  we  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  members  of  the 
reserve  police  force  who  have  given  of  their  time  so  that  the  level  of 
police  protection  has  not  declined  during  the  untimely  illness  of  Police 
Chief,  Maurice  Carey. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  elected  and  appointed  officials  and  the 
citizens  of  the  town  for  the  cooperation  we  have  received  throughout 
the  year.

Mr.  James  Hume  was  elected  to  the  Chairmanship  of  the 
Playground  Commission  for  the  year  of  1969,  with  Mr.  George  Stevens 
as  Clerk;  and  this  is  why  we  enjoyed  a  successful  year.  All  projects  were 
completed,  the  most  important  one  was  the  remodification  of  the 
bleachers  at  the  main  field. 

Our  supervised  play  program  opened  up  the  second  week  of  July, 
and  continued  through  for  six  complete  weeks  of  supervised  play  and 
recreation.

Circulation  increased  more  than  four  percent  over  1968,  and 
requent  y  the  library  was  used  to  capacity  for  reference  work. 
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Despite  curtailment  of  bookmobile  visits  for  several  months  due  to 
the  loss  of  a  driver,  we  borrowed  946  books  from  the  regional  library. 
Of  these  431  were  adult  fiction,  137  adult  non-fiction,  108  junior,  and 
260  books  were  delivered  to  the  Red  Oak  School. 

The  trustees  purchased  645  books,  of  which  190  were  adult 
fiction,  229  adult  non-fiction,  28  jr.  high  fiction,  43  jr.  high 
non-fiction,  106  jevenile  fiction,  and  49  juvenile  non-fiction. 

More  films  were  purchased  for  our  viewer  which  is  in  constant  use. 
The  library  has  added  a  record  player  with  8  sets  of  earphones.  This 
may  be  used  with  the  collection  of  records  that  has  been  donated  to  the 
library  over  the  past  few  years,  and  it  also  may  be  used  for  other 
records,  such  as  the  French  records  the  students  have  to  help  them  with 
dialogue. 

Fines  assessed  and  turned  into  the  town  treasurer  were  $278.31. 

We  are  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Haverhill  Public  Library 
concerning  the  Pentucket  students  doing  reference  work  there.  The 
letter  commends  their  conduct  and  praises  their  industriousness,  but 
deplores  their  numbers,  pointing  out  that  the  library  cannot  properly 
service  the  residents  of  Haverhill  when  it  is  sometimes  occupied  by 
more  than  one  hundred  visitors  from  Pentucket.  This  situation 
emphasizes  the  necessity  for  expanding  our  services  and  hours  in  1970. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  donors  of  364  hard-cover  and  244 
paper-back  books.  We  are  also  grateful  for  the  exhibits  displayed 
throughout  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Planning  Board  held  regular  meetings  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Monday  evenings  of  each  month  during  the  year  1969. 

During  the  year  permits  were  approved  for  additions  or  repairs  to 
existing  buildings  at  an  estimated  construction  cost  of  $11,192.  The 
estimated  construction  cost  of  three  commercial  buildings  for  which 
permits  were  approved  totalled  $74,500. 
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Perhaps  most  significant  was  the  total  estimated  construction  cost 
of  six  homes  for  which  permits  were  approved.  This  cost,  $187,000,  or 
an  average  per  home  of  more  than  $31,000,  is  higher  on  an  average 
basis  than  any  year  in  recent  history.  The  advantage  of  this  higher  per 
home  cost  will,  of  course,  eventually  be  reflected  in  the  tax  base. 

The  number  of  new  homes  built  during  1969  was  less  than  half  the 
annual  rate  for  recent  years.  This  reduction  is  probably  the  result  of 
high  rates  of  interest  for  mortgage  money  which  caused  a  slowdown  in 
the  building  of  new  homes  in  many  parts  of  the  country  during  1969. 
No  significant  change  in  the  rate  of  homebuilding  is  anticipated  for 
1970.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Merrimac  Water  Department  continued  to  have  its  hours  of 
worry  in  1969. 

Both  the  50  horsepower  and  the  60  horsepower  centrifugal  pumps 
failed,  fortunately  not  at  the  same  time.  They  were  over-hauled  by  the 
C.  R.  Swaney  Co.,  and  are  running  smoothly  again. 

The  department  is  still  concerned  with  its  vacuum  system  and  well 
field.  The  wells  were  washed  and  rated  by  the  D.  L.  Maher  Co.  with  its 
patented  chemical  process. 

Prior  to  cleaning,  the  station  operated  at  24,000  gallons  per  hour 
with  a  16  inch  vacuum  —  after  cleaning  the  station  operated  at  25,500 
gallons  per  hour  with  a  12  inch  vacuum.  Nine  of  the  50  wells  were 
found  to  be  inoperable. 

During  1969,  eight  new  services  were  installed,  and  14  were 
renewed.  One  new  hydrant  was  installed,  four  replaced  and  nine 
repaired.  Twenty-four  water  breaks  were  repaired. 

The  Water  Department  Commissioners  in  1969  asked  for  a 
committee,  made  up  of  representatives  of  town  boards,  to  look  over  the 
town’s  water  system  and  report  its  findings  to  Merrimac  citizens. 

A  report  from  Haley  and  Ward,  consulting  engineers,  again  urged 
the  development  of  the  town’s  second  source  of  water  supply  and  the 
installation  of  connecting  pipe  lines  as  a  first  priority.

This  caused 
more  shortages  in  officers  and  resulted  with  adding  another  school 
crossing  guard  with  Sgt.  Evans  acting  as  officer  in  charge  and  Sgt. 
Lucille  Gamelin  taking  on  part  of  the  Chief  s  duties  for  the  rest  of  the 
year. 

I  wish  to  thank  first  of  all  the  Police  Officers  and  Police  Women 
who  worked  late  hours  after  doing  their  own  jobs  in  order  to  see  that 
the  citizens  of  the  town  could  sleep  in  peace  knowing  that  the  police 
were  on  the  job. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  His  Honor 
Judge  Salvatore  Farad,  Associate  Justices,  the  Clerk  of  Court,  the 
Probation  Officers,  the  Amesbury  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  the 
officers  and  men  of  the  Merrimac  Fire  Dept.,  the  Superintendents  of 
Highway,  Light  and  Water  Departments  for  their  cooperation  during 
the  year  1969.  Again  we  give  our  thanks  to  Frank  Sowick  and  Joseph 
Dugas  for  their  renewed  membership  in  the  “100  Club”  of 
Massachusetts.  Joseph  Dugas  also  donated  to  the  Police  Dept,  a  much 
needed  emergency  oxygen  equipment  for  the  cruiser  which  has  been 
used  to  advantage  on  several  occasions.  Thanks  also  extended  to  Frank 
Sowick  for  volunteering  to  do  school  crossing  at  Westminister  Road  and 
Route  110,  which  is  especially  appreciated  by  parents  of  small  children 
using  this  dangerous  crossing. 

I  would  personally  like  to  thank  all  the  officers  and  citizens  of  the 
Town  who  made  a  wonderful  Thanksgiving  and  a  very  happy  Christmas 
for  my  family  and  I  this  year.

No  person,  firm,  or  corporation  shall  strip 
topsoil  or  sod  from  any  lot  in  any  district  for  sale  or  for  use  other 
than  on  the  premises  from  which  it  is  taken,  except  that  topsoil  or 
sod  stripped  for  the  purposes  of  erecting  or  altering  a  building,  or 
constructin  a  parking  lot  or  similar  facility,  may,  by  permit  issued 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  be  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  to  the 
extent  of  the  dimension  of  the  necessary  excavation. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Merrimac 
Zoning  By-Laws  by  deleting  paragraph  9  of  Section  XI  and  substituting 
therefore  the  following: 

9.  To  permit  construction  of  apartment  houses  in  residential  areas 
only.  All  other  Provisions  of  said  Section  XI  shall  remain  as 
previously  enacted. 
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ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Merrimac 
Zoning  By-Laws  by  deleting  Section  IVa  and  IVb  referring  to  the 
Suburban-Residential  Zone  and  to  include  those  land  areas  in  the 
Agricultural  Residential  Zone,  subject  to  all  Provisions  of  said 
Agricultural  Residential  Zone. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Merrimac 
Zoning  By-Laws  by  deleting  paragraph  2  of  Section  VI  and  substituting 
therefore  the  following: 

2.  Lot  Area.  No  building  except  those  allowed  in  Section  5  and  its 
accessory  buildings  may  be  erected  on  a  lot.  Each  lot  shall  have  not 
less  than  200  feet  frontage  on  a  street  or  way  and  an  area  of  not 
less  than  80,000  square  feet,  provided  that  one  dwelling  may  be 
erected  on  a  lot  having  lesser  dimension  if  petitioner  can  show  by 
recoreded  deed  or  plan  that  said  lot  existed  at  the  time  this  by-law 
was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  1 1 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
or  transfer  from  available  funds  the  sum  of  $1,730.00  for  the  purchase 
of  radar  and  camera  equipment  for  the  Police  Department  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto.

Full  time  employees  with  at 
least  six  months  and  not  more  than  one  year  of  service  shall  be 
entitled  to  five  days  paid  annual  vacation,  and  in  addition,  shall  be 
entitled  to  five  days  sick  leave  with  pay.  Employees  with  over  one 
year  of  service  shall  be  entitled  to  fifteen  days  sick  leave  with  pay 
per  year.  Time  allowed  for  sick  leave  may  be  accumulated  to  not 
over  thirty  days.  Time  allowed  for  vacation  and  holiday  pay  shall 
not  be  cumulative.  All  employees  with  six  months  or  more  service 
shall  be  entitled  to  holiday  pay  for  the  following  holidays  or  days 
celebrated  as  such:  New  Year’s  Day;  Washington’s  Birthday; 
Memorial  Day;  Independence  Day;  Labor  Day;  Columbus  Day; 
Veterans’  Day ; Thanksgiving  Day;  and,  Christmas  Day. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  constructing  and  originally  equipping  and 
furnishing  a  fire  station  on  land  situated  on  the  Westerly  side  of  Broad 
Street  Extension  in  said  Merrimac  recently  acquired  from  Fred  A. 
Smith  and  to  raise  this  appropriation  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Selectmen  is  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  of  money  under 
provision  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended;  that  the 
Selectmen  be  authorized  to  enter  into  all  contracts  and  agreements 
necessary  for  the  project,  and  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  appoint  a 
building  committee.

Chapter  1 2 1 B,  Section  3  as  amended,  to 
establish  a  Housing  Authority  and  in  that  connection  to  make  any  and 
all  determinations  and  declarations  deemed  necessary  or  desirable,  and 
take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Water 
Department  to  set  up  observation  wells  at  the  present  well  field  to 
determine  the  feasibility  of  installing  a  gravel  packed  well  and  that  a 
sum  of  money  be  transfered  from  available  funds  to  defray  the  cost  of 
such  wells.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  Merrimac: 

Your  School  Committee  submits  the  following  report  for  1969. 
This  Committee  provides  the  policies  for  Grade  K-6  in  the  Town.  Three 
members  of  this  Committee  serve  as  representatives  on  the  Pentucket 
Regional  School  Committee.  For  a  report  on  secondary  education  see 
the  Report  of  the  Pentucket  Regional  District  School  Committee. 

EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAMS 

The  educational  welfare  of  the  local  school  children  has  been 
effectively  carried  out  by  the  administration  and  staff  for  a  number  of 
years.  The  schools  have  had  an  ungraded  program  built  on  the  premise 
that  each  child  is  different.  Not  only  is  each  child  different  but  each 
child  grows  and  progresses  at  his  own  rate  of  learning.  Practice  has 
shown  that  each  child  does  not  learn  equally  well  in  each  area  of  study. 
The  causes  of  this  unequal  ability  may  rest  with  innate  potentials  or 
experience. 

The  general  academic  program  offered  to  children  helps  most  of 
the  pupils  to  progress  satisfactorily.  However,  there  are  children  whose 
conditions  warrant  a  separate  State  mandated  program  that 
accommodates  itself  to  the  learning  deviations  of  a  limited  number  of 
pupils.  In  this  category  we  have  established  a  program  for  the  educable 
child,  as  defined  by  law.  The  program  materials  are  presented  to  the 
child  at  a  rate-of-learning  which  is  in  keeping  with  his  ability.  This  is 
possible  by  adapting  the  materials,  controlling  the  rate  of  instruction 
and  a  smaller  class  size. 

During  1968  we  were  able,  by  a  Title  VI  A  Grant  under  the 
Elementary  and  Secondary  School  Act,  to  establish  a  class  for  children 
with  emotional  problems  which  interfered  with  their  ability  to  learn. 
Frequently  these  pupils  not  only  did  not  learn  but  interfered  with  the 
learning  of  other  pupils.  The  experience  with  this  group  has  provided 
preliminary  findings  to  show  that  emotional  problems,  if  diagnosed 
early  and  treated  properly,  can  frequently  be  overcome  and  then 
learning  can  proceed  at  a  normal  rate.  The  state  and  national  interest  in 
this  sort  of  arrangement  is  predicated  on  the  basis  of  early  diagnosis  and 
treatment  which  prevents  future,  more  difficult  and  expensive  problems 
for  society. 

During  the  past  year  the  Town  has  also  found  it  necessary  to 
transport  and  educate  three  pupils  in  Haverhill  in  the  category  called 
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trainable.  Since  only  three  children  qualify  under  this  definition, 
tuitioning  these  pupils  has  been  the  most  feasible  method  of  providing 
for  their  education. 


INCREASED  COSTS 

The  increases  in  the  costs  of  the  elementary  and  secondary 
programs  of  education  are  mainly  attributed  to  increased  personnel 
costs.  These  are  understandable  in  terms  of  rising  costs-of-living  and  the 
demand  for  qualified  professional  personnel.  We  are  taking  this 
opportunity  to  point  out  that  the  major  increase  in  Pentucket  costs  to 
the  Town  is  due  to  a  pupil  increase,  from  402  (32.2374%)  of  the  total 
enrollment  in  1968  to  466  (34.3658%)  in  1969.  The  two  causes  for 
Merrimac’s  sharp  increase  in  the  total  assessment  are:  1,  increases  in  the 
number  of  pupils  from  the  Town,  and  2,  increasing  costs  of  operation. 

This  Committee  is  not  unmindful  of  the  financial  efforts  that  have 
been  made  and  need  to  be  made  in  educating  our  children.  We 
acknowledge  that  there  have  been  and  still  are  differences  of  opinion  on 
the  content  of  our  educational  programs.  We  have  earnestly  tried  to 
provide  that  type  of  program  supported  by  the  majority  of  taxpayers. 
We  have  carried  out  the  wishes  of  the  majority  as  expressed  or  implied 
in  their  communications  to  us.

To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Groveland,  Merrimac  and  West 
Newbury: 

The  Pentucket  Regional  District  School  Committee  submits  the 
following  report  for  1969.  To  conduct  its  necessary  business  24  regular 
meetings  were  held  during  the  year  and  more  than  20  sessions  dealing 
with  the  implementation  of  Chapter  149  (Collective  Bargaining).  The 
changing  social  climate  and  the  demands  upon  educational  institutions 
is  creating  heavy  demands  of  time  by  Committee  members.  As  time 
goes  on  more  and  more  clearcut  policy  decisions  will  have  to  be 
developed  by  the  Committee  and  leave  administration  and  teacher 
contract  negotiations  to  professionals. 

Contract  negotiations  are  much  more  complex  than  commonly 
assumed.  Under  the  statute  previously  mentioned,  collective  bargaining 
includes  good  faith  efforts  in  respects  to  wages,  hours  and  other 
conditions  of  employment.  The  limitations  of  bargaining  have  not  been 
clearly  developed  for  educational  institutions  and  the  variations  in 
practices  in  Massachusetts  school  systems  have  made  negotiations  a  very 
tedious  process.  Topics  commonly  presented  for  negotiations  include 
the  following;

If  we  analyze  the  budget  from  another  viewpoint  the  breakdown  is 
$994,045.00  for  salaries  (60.27%),  $310,272.50  for  Debt  Service  & 
Retirement  (18.81%),  and  all  other  costs  are  $345,339.00  (20.92%).  Or 
if  we  look  at  the  Maintenance  and  Operation  budget  only,  it  is  obvious 
that  salaries  represent  74.2%  of  the  1970  budget.  This  high  cost  of 
services  in  all  segments  of  our  society  is  reflected  in  the  school  budgets, 
too. 


In  reporting  to  the  residents  of  the  Region  the  Committee  believes 
it  has  carried  out  the  expressed  or  implied  will  of  the  majority  of 
people  in  the  district.  We  are  mindful  of  the  conflicting  demands  for 
more,  or  less,  of  certain  aspects  of  the  school  program.  We  are  as 
concerned  as  you  are  over  the  inability  to  meet  all  the  demands  of 
some.  We  are  concerned  over  the  rise  in  taxes  due  to  increased 
educational  costs.  We  submit  this  report  to  you  confident  that  the 
education  provided  for  your  children  will  make  a  difference  in  the  lives 
of  your  children.  We  submit  that  your  investment  in  the  welfare  of 
your  children  is  a  good  investment.

To  the  Citizens  of  Merrimac : 

The  Finance  Committee  submits  herein  its  budget  recommendations 
for  the  year  1969. 


The  total  budget  has  increased  approximately  $209,090.00,  not  includ¬ 
ing  the  recommended  expenditures  under  special  articles.  The  increase  is 
approximately  21$  of  last  years  budget,  with  schools  comprising  16.1$  and  all 
other  departments  comprising  U.9$.  Departments  having  major  budget  increases

The  decision  to  recommend  this  large  increase  was  not  easy.  Nor  was 
the  decision  made  in  haste.  Our  committee  met  with  all  major  departments. 
We  requested  some  departments  to  review  the  initial  budget  request  and  to 
return  for  a  second  meeting  with  our  committee.  During  the  year  we  met 
with  a  number  of  departments  to  discuss  administrative  and  financial 
problems  peculiar  to  those  departments.  As  a  result  of  these  efforts  most 
of  the  budget  amounts  are  by  mutual  agreement  of  the  department  and  our 
committee.  Where  wTe  were  unable  to  reach  such  agreement  the  budget  request 
of  the  department  is  noted. 


Because  the  "cherry  sheet"  has  not  been  received  from  the  Department 
of  Corporations  and  Taxation,  we  are  unable  to  state  a  specific  prediction 
of  the  1969  tax  rate.  However,  the  large  increase  in  the  budget  and  the 
predicted  decrease  in  state  reimbursements,  cause  our  committee  to  predict 
a  significant  increase  in  the  1969  tax  rate. 


It  is  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain  a  stable  tax  rate,  especially 
with  soaring  school  budgets.  In  addition  there  exists  an  urgent  need  for 
improved  town  facilities,  such  as  the  establishment  of  an  additional  water 
supply,  construction  of  quarters  for  the  fire,  highway  and  police  depart¬ 
ments,  and  construction  of  sewage  disposal  facilities.  Therefore,  we  re¬ 
quest  the  school  committee  and  school  administration  to  make  every  effort 
to  maintain  school  costs  at  a  minimum,  without  sacrificing  the  requirements 
for  an  academically  sound,  but  financially  conservative,  educational  pro¬ 
gram  for  the  future  citizens  of  our  community.  Also,  we  implore  our  state 
legislators  to  cease  taking  more  tax  money  from  our  taxpayers,  while  re¬ 
turning  less  money  in  reimbursements  to  our  community  and  forcing  our 
community  into  projects,  programs  and  wage  scales  our  taxpayers  cannot 
afford. 


We  wish  to  thank  the  town  officers,  department  heads,  and  especially 
the  Selectmen  and  the  Tbwn  Accountant  for  their  excellent  cooperation 
which  greatly  facilitated  the  preparation  of  this  budget.
